- Chriſtian Reader , 
N the laſt dreadful Viſitation , 


when the' wayes of Sion mourn- 


ed; becauſe tone paſſed by them; 


' wre deſolite , becauſe almoſt 
' none entred at them :-Religion 
her ſelf for the moſt part forbearing 
the Church , and keeping her Cloſer, 
and there finding ſufficient employ- 
ment to complain of, and bewail the 
danger and deſolation of her ſolemg- 
eſt Aſſemblies : I fell 'into a ſerious 
conſideration of the uſe atd moſt ur- 
gent neceſſity of Private Devotion. 
And to the end I might accord with 
my Brethren, in their groans and cryes, 
being ſmitten my ſelf with a dange- 
rous (though not infetious) diſeaſes 


and the gates of the San@nary cc, , 


I gave- over thoſe waters of flirife, .;. 


wherein I ' had met with the Romifo 
Fiſher , entangled in his own Nets, and 
ſought aker the waters of SLiSoeh that 
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run ſofily, which at that ſeaſon far 
better reliſh'd my taſt than the other, 
Yet not I that altered my judgment, 
touching the ſtudy of Controverſies, 
which, ( without all controverſie ) is 
not only moſt needful, but delight- 
ful alſo to them that are therein exer- 
ciſed. 

For it is an eaſie task, and almoſt 
every ones labour now adays, to ga- 
ther flowers of Paradiſe , and make 
Poſies , or Garlands of them for 
Chriſt's Spouſe. But it is not for e- 
very hand to meddle with thoſe thorny 
difficulties z which yet muſt be care- 
fully handled by them , who will make 
a ſtrong hedge, or ſure fence for the 
Lords Vineyard. And the more per- 
plexed, and intricate the difficulty is, 
the greater 1s the contentment , in 
beating out the truth in points of no 
leſs conſequence than difference, Chil- 
dren are not ſo much delighted with 
ſmiting fliats one againſt the other to 
ſee the ſparkles, as Men of rational 
underftanding and diſcourſe , are by 
colliſſon of contrary Arguments to 
ſtrike out the fire of Divine Truth. 
And even this fire, as well as that 

S other 
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other which the natural heat of Devo- 
tion kindleth , yieldeth much warmth 
to the conſcience even of a dying 
Man. Witneſs Oecolompadius , whoſe 
laſt words were theſe : Now go I chear- 
fully to the Tribunal of Chrift , where 
is ſhall appear , that I have not ſeduced 
God's People , but have ſoncerely taught 
the truth of God. I might inſtance like- 
wiſe in Dr. Whitaker's Cygnea Ceantio, 
his Swan-like Song , before his deaths 
wherein he warbleth ſweetly upon 
thoſe at this day moſt Yexed queſtions; 
of Univerſal grace and Free-will. And 
his Cortemporery, the eye of the other 
Univerſity, DoQor Reynolds, when he 
lay on his Death-bed, called for Da- 
Qor Abbot ( after the Lord Biſhop of 
Selicbury ) his Reply to W. Biſhop ; 
then newly come forth , and heard 
much of it read unto him with great 
contentment. | 

But being (as I aid even now ) out 
of txne in my Body, I liſtned not, nor 
in that ſhaking weakneſs could hold faſt 
the pegs, to (train and tune the j erring 
firings of controverſed Opinions in 
point of Religion. That which | then 
molt defired, was $0 retire my thoughts 
is +> and 
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and affetions, and compoſe my Soul 
to reſt , by liſtning to the ſweet Songs 
of Sion, (et to Davids well-tuned Harp; 
and run upon in exquiſite divifion by 
ſome of our excellent Aſaphs, in their 

tous Treatiſes, Soliloquies, Prayers, 

editations, and Contemplations, 
This heavenly Muſick ſo raviſhed my 
ſenſes, that I found by experience, in 
the twilight, betwixt the day of life, 
and night of death , that enlightned 
thoughts afford nothing , like com- 
fort to enflamed affeftions. Now the 
Oyl which feeds this ſacred flame (next 
to the inſpired holy Scriptures) flowes 
moſt abundantly in Treatiſes of Devo- 
tion. In which kind of writings , the 
Romaniſts for the moſt part exceed in 
bulk , but our Divines in weight, The 
Church of Rome (like Leah) is more 
fruitful 3 but her Devotions (like Leah 
in this alſo) are blear-ezed with Super- 
ſtition. But. the Mother of our Faith 
(like Rachel) is not yet altogether ſo 
fruitful , yet ſhe is more -comely, and 
beautiful; and I hope will be alſo here- 
after as fruitful. Verily if ever Private 
Devotions, powring themſelves forth 
in briniſh tears, were in ſeaſon, now 


they 
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they are. Never loſſes ſo great to be 
bewailed 3 never judgments fo fearful 
to be averted ; never hearts ſo hard 
to be mollified; never conſciences ſo 
foul, to be rinſed by tears, as now. 
Nature hath provided a ſoveraign re- 
medy, againſt the ſting of the Scor- 
pion, in the oyl of Scorpion : When 
thou feeleſt the ſting, it is but bruiſing 
the Serpent, and rubbing it on the 
place, and the moiſture of the Ser- 
pent, preſently killeth and deſtroyeth 
the venom of that Serpent. I would 
to God, our Souls were as dear to us 
as our Bodiesz and that we took as 
much care, for remedies againſt fins, 
as ſalves for envenomed ſores. Then 
would we, as ſoon as we feel the ſting 
of ſin in our conſciences, bruiſe the 
Serpent by true Contrition 3 deſtroy 
the ſin, and apply the oyl of tears, 
iſſuing from it, to cure the wound be- 
fore it feſterel. But among other juſt 
cauſes of tears, this is not the leaſt, 
that we miſpend our tears, and fpill 
that Heavenly dew, and profane the 
Font-water of our ſecond Baptiſm ( as 


St. Cyprian calleth it.) We have tears cyp. Bapeir 


at will in worldly loſſes, but none at 
A 3 Gods 
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Gods command , for the loſs of his 
grace. We take on for the death of 
our Friends departing from us, but 
cannot wring out a tear for the Spi- 
ritual death of our Souls departin 
(from God.) Yet all our fretting _ 
vexing, all our weeping and howling, 
cannot fetch our Friends back again, 
or repair our worldly loſſes : Whereas 
on the contrary (as St. Chryſoſtone 
pioully noteth ) the affli&ion of our 
ſouls, and ſerious bewailing of our ſins; 
by Gods grace ſhall revive our Souls , 
and recover all our Spiritual loſſes, and 
that with advantage. What pity, nay, 
what folly is it, to pour coſtly eye- 
water out of a Venice-glaſs, into a 
vile Pot or Baſon to waſh our feet 
withal? Do we not the like, when 
we turn Godly ſorrow into Worldly, 
and abuſe precious tears, to the be- 
wailing of vile and baſe loſſes? have 
we ſuch ſtoreof them ? @ ſuch want of 
better employment for them ? See 
we not wrath is gone out againſt us , 
and the fire long ago kindled , and 
pot yet quenched. 
\ To lave out this fire even with 
tears, and to ſtrengthen and ——_ 
the 
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the weaker af thoſe hands, that have 
been and arelifted up to GOD, ta avert 
this and all other fearful judgments, 
hanging over us, and to fill their 
mouths with continual Devotions , I 
have furniſhed and repleniſhed this Ma- 
nual , which I name THE H ANDs» 
MAID TO PRIVATE DEV 0- 
TION, to wait on her in her Cham- 
ber, or Oratory : The pourtraying of 
her Miſtriſs , I leave to the Pencil of 
ſome Divine Apeles , whoſe task will 
be the harder, becauſe ſhe never com- 
eth abroad. All that my intention aim- 
eth at , and my endeavours promiſe, 
is but to lay open a private way , and 
ſet up certain Stages for thy holy race, 
and prick thee on forward in it. Far 
better helps in this kind, the pious 
charity and zeal of religious and lear- 
ned Perſons hath afforded thee ; of 
whom yet I ma truly ſay, as Txly 
ſpake of the Generals or Commanders 
that dealt with Adithridates before 


Pompey , Laudandum quod fecerunt, ig- cic.or g 
noſcendum quod reliquerunt 5 They are '*8Manilja 


to be commended for that they have 
done , and pardoned for that they left 
#ndone, What they have left, I la- 
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bour to ſupply; and if I cannot ſap« 

plyit, yet I thought fit to imply and 

intimate ſo much , that the Authors 

themſelves, or the publiſhers of their 

Works, might add what they find 
wanting. 

* Firſt, Methinks, I ſee in their Books 

| of Devotion and Prayers, Solomosn's 

Temple , without the gate called Beau- 

tiful , I mean exquitite Meditations, 

8343.2. and Orizons, without an entrance 

thereunto by preparation. With that 

part therefore I begin ; and it taketh 

up more room in my Book , becauſe it 

hath been ſo ſcantedfar place , or ra- 

ther quite excluded in theirs.

habit in ſe aliquid mordacis verifatih 
It is St. Jeroms Obſervation upon the 
legal Sacrifices, that God ; never ap» 
pointed honey to be offered unto him. 
And the Moral truth veiled under that 
ſhadow, was, that 5 our ſpiritual Obla- 
tions, nothing pleaſeth God that is only 
ſweet , and hath not ſome ſmack. in it of 
biting truth. _ 

Next I have much marvelled what 
the reaſon might be , that they under- 
taking to fit Prayers and Devotions ta 
ſeveral ſeaſons ,. and ſpecial occaſions, 
baulked the Chriſtian Faſts and Feaſts. 
For albeit the Saints dayes might fare 
the worſe with them , becauſe Popiſh 
Superſtition overcloyed them: Which 
yet is an abuſe of arguing, to argue 
from the abuſe to the aboliſhing the 
right uſe ; For by this means they 
might take from us the uſe of all Gods 
Creatures, becauſe they have been ſu- 
perſtitiquſly or profanely abuſed, ſome 
one way or other. But admit there 
might be a Legal caveat put in againſt 
the Saints Pleaz what have the Feaſts 
of our Lord and Saviour deſerved , 
that they ſhauld be ſtruck out of their 
Kalendar, or (lightly paſſed, _ 
: QC 
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the honour of a Meditation, Hymn, or 
Prayer on them ? They cannot plead 
want of precedent authority or dire- 
Gion : for they have Copies fair writ- 
ten in golden Characters , by Chryſ6- 
fox, in his Homilies 3 Chryſologue, Leo, 
Auguſtine, Bernard, and other devout 
Fathers in their Sermons upon theſe 
dayes. If they ſaw not them, why did 
they not follow the excellent pattern,in 
the Book of Common Prayer £ All which 
laying before me, I have drawn forms 
of Exhortations, Hymns, and Prayers, 
carrying throughout a manifeſt impre(- 
fion of the Feaſt to which they are 
dedicated. And before them I have 
prefixed a parallel of the Prophecies 
of the Old, and. the Hiſtories of the 
New Teſtament compared together , 
that thou mighteſt have an ocular de- 
monſtration of that which St. Auſtix 
writeth concerning both. The New Te- 
ftament is veiled in the Old, and the Old 
#s rewveiled in the New. 

Aﬀer the Feaſts (if not before, as 
preparativesto them ) the Church Faſts 
ſhould have been ranked. But there 
being in their Devotions no Spiritual 
dainties, allowed for the Feſtivals, I 
nothing 
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nothing marvelled at it, that Chriſtian 
Faſts were utterly unprovided for, and 
(if I may fo ſpeak ) faſt with them. 
Extraordinary Faſts of humiliation, to 
avert ſome fearful Plague, or imminent 
Judgment , they take notice of; but 
the Ordinary Faſts of Devotion, they 
mention not at all. Yet certainly the 
the devout Soul , out of a Sympathy 
with her Saviour, cannot but weep with 
him , as well as rejoyce with him; in 
ſome meaſure faſt with him on Good 
Friday, as well as feaſt with him, and 
for him on Eafter-day. If any tears of 
a Sinner are the 'Wize of Angels, I am 
perſwaded they are thoſe tears of De- 
yotion, which after much Faſting, and 
Prayer, and Meditation, ſpring out of 
the ſerious apprehenlion of Chriſts in- 
finite love, teſtified to mankind by his 
Faſting, Watching, Praying, Weeping, 
Bleeding, and Dying for us on the 
Croſs. But they will ſay, theſe are the 
ſacred fewel of every dayes fire. Yet it 


is more proper to remember the work of gan ditin 


the day.in the day wherein it was wrought. 
And albeit the Jews were alwayes 
bound to remember Gods wonderful 
deliverancez yet more ſtrigly were 

wites eo they 
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they bound on the-very day for that 
—_ appointed to be kept ſolemn. 
What though we find n6 expreſs Com- 
mandment for them 2 The practice of 
the ancient Church, and the Religious 
conſtitution of the preſent, ratified by : 
Supreme authority , ſhould ſway in a 
matter of this naturez according to 
that golden rule of St. Bernard :- Obey 
him as God, who is int the place » 3 God, 
in thoſe things that are not againſt God, 
Theſe Faſts therefore ſhould not have 
been forgotten. 
I come now in [the laſt place to the 
weekly Devotions, wherein I find 
Prayers for each ſeveral day of the 
week. Yet as it is noted by the learn- 
ed , of St. Gregories Comment upon 
Job, that it is an excellent Commentary, 
fraught with rich learning , eſpecially in 
matter of Morality; Tet it might have 
been wrote almoſt as well upon any par- 
cel of Scripture, as wpon Job : So you 
fhall find that the Prayers for each, 
may ſerve for any day as well as that 
to which they were entituled. For Ex- 
ample, Mundays Prayer as well fits 
Tueſday as itz and Tueſdays Wedne(- 
day ; and all three, Thurſday, Fri- 


day

day and —_ No day hath more 
intereſt -in the Devotion for it than 


another. 
When young Alexander's Mufick- 


Maſter found fault with him, for ſtrik- 
ing a ſtroke amiſs upon the Harp, and 


Alexander demanded of him : 1s it not Erafn. 4- 


all one whether T ſtrike it this way, or 
that way? with theſe fingers , or theſe 2 
True , ſaid the Maſter, It is all one to 
a King, but not to a Muſician : It is no 
errour in State to ſtrike as 'you doz 
but it 1s an errour in Art. 

I confeſs in like manner, it is no er- 
rour in Religion, to ſet a godly Praye 
er for the day , which hath no intereſt 
or relation at all to the day ; yet it is 
an indecorum and blurin Art : It is all 
one as if they ſhould ſet a mark before 
them, and ſhoot no more towards it 
than any other white. To avoid this 
impropriety, if not incongruity: In the 
Morning Hymn and Prayer, I havean 
eyeto ſome works of God the Father, 
in the Creation wrought on that day - 
In the Evening Prayer, to ſome work 
of God the Son, wrought ( or by the 
Church remembred ) on that day in 
the Paſlion week. 

For 
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For. the Admonitions and Exhorta- 
tations, wherewith the Devotions are 
enterlaced , I took my pattern of thent

To ſum up all in a word, I have 
brought thee into the Spouſes Garden 
of flowers and ſpices; I have gather- 
ed ſome out (almoſt) of every Bed, 
and laid by them a thred in the Ana- 
Iyfis or Method, to bind them up to-

New , that is not either Pathetically 
expreſſed , or Prophetically pointed 
at therein which as it exceedingly 
confirmeth our Chriſtian Faith ; ſo it 
teacheth us withal, that the ſame God, 
who hath done thoſe great things 
for us , both requireth and inſpireth 
Hymns of Thanksgiving for them. 
For the Prayers themſelves , though 
they are fitted to thy private Cloſet ,

Religion , ſo convenicnt for the reviving of

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ſoul, and refreſhing of the body : that Reli- 
gjon in all ages hath rather been glutted with 
uperfluous Feſtivals , than famiſhed for want 
y 4 nag Yet not only the Anabaptiſts 
generally beyond the ſeas, but ſome alſo a- 
mong us, otherwiſe of untainted belief z who 
I per{wade my elf , keep many private Feaſts 
in their conſcience, make ſcruple to obſerve 
publick Feaſts preſcribed by the Church. They 
bold it ſuperſtition , to place holineſs in times 
and ſeaſons; Judaiſm, to keep firifly ſet 
dayes, eſpecially of Eafter and Pentecoſt 3 
Popery, to honour Saints with Feſtivals 3 and 
will-worſhip, to ordain any thing in the ſer- 
vice of God, without preciſe warrant from 
the word.

2, We anſwer that the bleſſed Apoſile in 
the Texts aboye alledged , forbiddeth Chri- 
ſtians to make ſcruple of conſcience them» 
ſelyes, or uncharitably to cenſure any other in 
regazd of the keeping or not keeping days, 
Herein they may ule their Chriſtian liberty, ſo 
it he without ſcandal to their weak brethren, 
and offence to the Church , wherein they live; 
whoſe laudable cuſtom and juſtifiable conſti- 
tutions in things of this nature eſpecially,ought 
to he kept and obeyed. 
3+ It is abſolutely unlawful, and by the A» 
poſile prohibited, to celebrate any feſtivity , 
either after the manner of the Gentiles,by pro» 
fane ſports and playes : Or after the Jewiſh 
manner, by legal Sacrifices and Ceremonies. 
Our Church neither obſerveth any Jewiſh 
or Heatheniſh Feaſt, nor any Chriſtian Feaſt, 
after a p_ or Heatheniſh manner,nor upon 
any ſuch ground, as cither the one or the other 
pretendeth. Howſoever we retain the names of 
Paſſcover avd Pentecoſt, yet our Paſſeover &

This exception , if it might be with ſome cos 
lour and ſhew taken againſt our Feſtivals, yet 
ſurely it no way lieth againſt our Lords Feaſts; 
whoſe glorious work in the redemption of 
mankind, cannot be too highly extolled , too 
often remembred ,. too thankfully acknows« 
jedged, nor too religiouſly celebrated. And at 
theſe high Feaſts, only dedicated to the honour 
of our Redeemer, and everlaſting memory of 
the chief myſteries of our Faith , my Hand- 
Maid attends on her Miſireſs at her Devotion.

Out of which various obſervations of Lent 
in the primitive Church, as the errour of 
the Papilis is diſcovered , who cuforce their 
Lent as an Apoſiolicke Tradition, to be 
kept under pain of damnation; fo alſo 
thejr ignorance is decried , who miſconceive 
our Lent to be a meer Romiſh device, or 
Popiſh Tradition, | 

And becauſe this opinion in many (other- 
wile well-affeced to religious Faſts) is like 
the Colloquintida , that turneth their fio- 
mach againſt the wholſome tood of their 
ſoul, provided for them in the Lent: I 
delixe them , as they tender the improve- 
ment of their Devotion by religious Fas» 
ſting, to conſider ſeriouſly, both how 
weak, and how falſe an exception it is. 

Fuſt, how weak-it is; For if it were 
granted., that in latter ages we in the 
Weſtern Church had received from Rome, 
the Lent Faſt, together with the Scrip- 
tures, Sacraments, and Ordinantion of 
Prieſts and Deacons : Muſt we therefore 
caſt all 'theſe away, becauſe we received 
them-trom ſo bad a hand ? 

Let the Church 'of Rome be held a ſ(chi(ſ- 
matical or heretical Church , the Whore of * 
Babylox, that hath dyed ber garments ſcarlet red 


law 
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law of God or man, forbidding us to accept, 
even from her, a ſacred Jewel. If he had flur- 
red, defiled, or defaced it > we may, nay we 
ought to waſh, rub, brighten and refine it, 
We may not caſt holy things to Dogs, nor Pearl: 
to Swine ; but we may and ought to take holy 
things from Dogs, and Pearls from Swine. As 
we may not follow a Saint in evil, fo we 

follow the greateſt Sinners in any thing that s 

ood 


good. 
Now albeit the Church of Rome be very 
foul, and like the unclean Bird in the Puct , 


Virg. Zn. 3+ Contalin omnia fadat, 


fileth all ſhe layeth ber claw on : Yet all evil is 
not in her, neither is all that is in her evil. And 
if ſhe have any good in this kind , they have 
better right to it who are better, and will uſe 
it well, than ſhe who abuſeth it. 

But we may ſparethis defence in this caſe, 
For it is moſt evident , that the Dedication of 
a Faſt before Eaſter , called ©yadrageſims, or 
Lent, is by many hundreds of years more av- 
cient than any Remiſh or Popiſh Tradition , 
properly {o called. 

I have produced already uncontrollable & 
vidence hereof. All Churches in the firfi and 
beſt ages kept not Lent alike , but all kept re- 
ligiouſly a Faſt of fewer or more dayes or 
weeks before Eafter,and they called it all 8xa-

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Ovly Atrias the Heretick , with his auk- 
ward Scholars , croſſed the way of the an- 
cients , and when they moſt pulled in, he let 
loofe the reins to his carnal appetite» On 
Church-fafting dayes , eſpecially the week before 
Eefter , when with us, faith Epiphanins, cuſtom 
edmittth nothing but lying down upon the earth, 
obftinence from fleſhly delights and pleaſures, fore nds & 
rowfulnefl , dry and nupleaſant meats , Prayer, yni«, xa8-- 
Watching, Faſting, all the medicines which boly T5"m vr" 
effefiions can miniſter : they are up betimes to gr | 
provide for the belly , and when they have filled F,/%,.

formed. And if this be Superſtition , what is 
Religion ? 

It we may, nay we ought to ſympathize 
with our fellow-members, how much more 
with our Head ? If it be charity to weep with 
our Brethren that weep,and accord with them 
in their groans and cries, it mult nceds be picty 
to 
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to faſt with him who. faſted for us, and to 
weep with him who wept for our finsin all 
parts of his body,and that with tears of blood, 
to pray with him, who offered up prayers with 
ſtrong cries for us upon the Croſs. None but 
thoſe that have been ſuperfiitious, even in a» 
voiding ſapetſiition , and have baniſhed picty 
it ſelf under that name , ever condemned this 
kind of compatlionate Devotion. The Refor- 
med Churches beyond the Sea , who hate the 
very Garment ſpotted by the Whore of Babylon : 
yet both avow the Antiquity , and allow the 
picty of our Lent-faſt, being purged from Po- 
piſh errours cpneerning it , and ſuperſtitions 
in it.

what Þe can to bring all religious Faſts into 
diſgrace,& diſtaſte with us,even private as well 
as publick, Fain would he perſwade us, that 
publick ſet-faſts prejudice our Chriſtian liberty: 
and private arbitrary Faſts favour of Schiſm , 
or will-worſhip : Church Faſts,he brands with 
an imputation of Popiſh Superſtition 3 and Fa- 
mily Faſts, with Puritaniſm. 

But if devoutly to keep Church Fafts with» 
out ſuperſtition , be Popery, I would all were 
fuch Papiſts, and if to obſerve moſt ftrialy 
private Faſts without Hypocrifie , be Purita- 
niſm, I would all were ſuch Puritans. It is 
no news to be evil ſpoken of for our beſt a- 
Qions, and to be publickly reproached for our 
molt private Devotion, When David drank a 
full draught of the Czp of Tears, the Drun- 
kards made Songs upon him for it # whercof

N the firſt place T mention publick cauſes, 

For every private 
Chriſtian ought to take to heart the calami- 
ties of Gods People , whereſoever the bloody 
ſtorm of perſecution falleth : but much mort 
ought they to be affected and aflicted with 
thoſe heavy croſſes, under which the Land 


mourneth wherein they live. The men, upon 


wheſ 
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whoſe foreheads God commanded 2a mark to be Eck. 6. 4. 


ſet, were ſuch asdid ſigh, and cry for all the 


abominations that were done in the midſt of Fe- 


reſalem. And holy Davids eyes guſhed out like PC 219.135 


Rivers , becauſe men kept not Gods Laws. But 
it may be objected , that the Governours of 
the Church and Common- wealth, take care 
for the pubhck , and in this regard , private 
Devotion nced not charge her ſclt with it. I 
grant, where the State favoureth and maine 
taincth the truth , and the vigilant zeal of the 
ſupreme Magiſtrate ( as here in England ) up- 
on the fore-ſight of many imminent , or ſenſe 
of any preſent judgement , enjoyneth publick 
faſts, there private may be bettcr ſpared: yet 
even then are they often- requiſite, both to 
prepare mcn to publick , and bccaule publick 
Faſts cannot be of that frequency, fervency, or 
continuance , as ſometimes the redoubled 
ſiroak of Gods Juſtice calleth for. When there- 
fore thou hearelt oft any cruel Tyrant making 
havock, of Chriſts little flock; or ſceft Gods tos 
much wronged patience turned into fury , 
and his glittering ſword brandiſhed againſt ' 
Church or Common=wealth ; or when tliou 
tufferctt , or feareſt any great wrack in thy 
eſtate and credit abroad*, or moſt of all in 
thy ſoul; when the graces of the ſpirit fen- 
libly decay , and the pulſe of thy -Devotion 
beateth very flow, or not at all , when thou 
art aſſaulted with moſt fcartul temptations , 
and put to the worſe; then meet with the 
Lord upon thy knees by watching, faſting, and 
mourning. 
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Again, when any general Chriſtian aſſem« 
bly is called , or any action of ePate under- 
taken , or main batte] to be faught, in which 
the fatal lot is, as it were, caſt upon the 
Church gr Common-wealth z ox when thou, 
ia thy particular, entreſt into any new calling, 
or ſtate of Jite , or ſetteſt upon any buſineſs of 
great difficulty or danger : nothing will give 
thee better hope and affurance of an happy 
ſucceſs and wiſhed end , than an holy begin= 
ring by arcligious Faſt, | 

" Let the place where we keep this holy private 
Faſt unto God , be as cloſe and private as may 
be ; that none may ſee as but our Father in ſe- 
cret, Beſides the ſhew of Hyprocrifie , aud a 
juſt tax of ſecking praiſe of men, the baxe of 
this Devotion , which we cannot avoid , if our 
left hand know what our right hand offereth to 
God in this voluntary ſacrifice z It is not fit 
nor ſafe , that any ſhould hear us ripping up 
our whole lite, and ranſacking our heart, and 
laying open all our molt ſecret corruptions.

- To bid a private Faſt in 
our Family, or to our {clyes, when the Church 
appointeth an high Feaſt to be celebrated*, (a+ 
voureth too much of the ſpirit and humour 
of ſingularity , and contradiction to authori- 
ty- This is , if not to faſt to ſtrife and conten- 
fion, yet to faſt in ſtrite and contention , and

For the continuance of our private Faſt, or 
breaking it off , our diſcretion and particular 
knowledge of our ſtate of body and ſtrength, 
muſt be our Moderators. For what the Philo- 
ſopher ſpake of feeding , may be applied to 
the contrary , to faſting alſo : Miloni parum , 
Myroni nimium : That which is too little for 
Mzlo, is too much for Myro. Hereof a Polonian

man of an auſtere lite, enjoyned not only a 
ſparing diet during the time of the ſickneſs in 
Baſil , but divers faſting dayes in the week. 
This the Polonian could no way endure : but 
he maketh bold to tell the Cardinal, that he 
did not well to meaſure other mens ſtomachs 
by the laſt of his own. 

It is but afport , ſaith he , to you Frenchmen, 
to miſs two or three meals in a week: but it is 
death to one of us Polonians, Wherefore I pray 
you appoint as much waching and praying as 
you will: but leave every man to his private 
Devotion and diſcretion in faſting for fewer 
or more dayes, 

All that in this kind I adviſe, is but this, 
that our Faſt be more than a bare medicinal 
Faſt , toget a better appetite to meat 3 let us 
ſo faſt , that we truly chaſtiſe, and puniſh our 
body : yet not endanger our health, much leſs 
our life thereby. The bounds which it ſeemeth 
'Gods Saints by their practice have ſet to _

{clves, are: not to faſt leſs than a day , nor 
more than Three together, I ſpeak not of mi- 
raculous Faſts, which no way now concern 


us, nor conduce to the end 1 aime at: but of

Daring the time of our Faſts , let us abſtain 
from all worldly delights and comforts whatſoe« 


ver. The palate and ſtomach'are not only to 
blame 3 all theſe ſenſes of the body and facul- 
tics of the ſoul, have run riot in ſmfwul pleaſure, 


and therefore ought to faſt as well as the 
throat and belly. Let us therefore diſcipline 
all our inward and outward ſenſes, and make 
body and ſoul , with all the members of the 
one, ard faculties of the other, do, not a ſu- 
perltitious, but a holy and religious pernance. 
Let us deprive our ſelves for a time, of the uſe 
and comfort of all Gods creatures and blcf- 
ſings, both to teſtifie that we are unworthy 


of them all, and to take a godly revenge upon 


oxr ſelves tor the abuſe of them. 


Our eyes, like caſements , have been ſct by 
us wide open to let in vain and unclean luſts 3 
let them now be glazed with tears and barred

wanton and effeminate Muſick; let us now 
make them #ingle at the hearing the dreadful 
threats of the Law, and the thunder of Gods 
Judgments againſt ſin. Our whole body hath 
offended in luxury 3 let it hunger and thirſt 
for it: in liberty, let it be reſtrained for it : 
in idleneſs and flcep, let it watch for it: in 
gorgeous apparel, let it put on ſackcloth for it: 


Our cars have been tickled with

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in ſports and jollity , let it mourn for it: in 
pride of life, let it be humbled for it. 

And from the bodies faft from meat, let 
the foul] learn to falt from ſm; fromthe bodies | 
hunger and thirſt by want of food , to hunger | 
and thirſt for righteouſneſs; from the bodies 
watching, to keep a watch over the defires of | 
the mind, and thoughts of the heart. As for | 
tearing the fleſh with wips and ſcourges to | 
bring us to true contrition, we may fafely | 
ſpare it , until the Church of Rome (heweth | 
us Out of Gods word , Who requireth it at our 
bands. They cannot name one Saint in the Old 
or New Teſtament , that ever practiſed this 
cruclty upon their own fleſh, But we can, out 
of approved Authors, name unto them certain | 
Hereticks, ſurnamed the Flage!lants or Whip- ' 
pers,and before them certain Paynims children | 
that whipped themſelves , even to death, be- c 
fore the Altar of Diana, in Sparta; and before 
them of Beals Prieſts that cut and lannced their 
fleſh with knives , till the blood guſhed out in 
great abundance, From whom it ſeemeth the 

. . Romane Church received this Tradition of the 
holy hip. cord, as it were from hand to hand; 
and now it is in a good hand, and for my 
part let it there reſt. Verily he needeth not a 
knotty cord , to flea his back or a ſilver ſpur, 
to draw blood from his ſides ( as Romaniſts | 
nfe)or to ſcratch and ſting his body with briars ; 
and nettles, as Saint Bexedi& is (aid to have 
done, to cure his itch of impure luſt;. or to a 
ſtick thorns in his garm2nts or bed,as the Pha- 
riſees did among the Jews , to put them in 

mind 
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mind of the Law,who is truly pricked in heart 
for his fins : 1 he ſeriouſly confider the infi- 
nite number of his daily multiplied iniquities 
from his cradle , the inhnite Majeſty.of God , 
which he hath lighted, his infinite juſtice which 
he hath offended, his infinite power which he 
hath provoked, his infinite goodneſs which he 
hath wronged , the infinite torments of hell 
which he hath deſerved , and the unſpeakable 
priviledges of Gods choſen and right to an c- 
verlaſting Kingdom in Heaven, which he hath 
fortcited 3 and if God be not more mercitul 
unto him upon his repentance , quite loſt by 
his wilful tranſgreſſions and rebcllions againſt 
his Maker and Redeemer. Yet all this is lighc 
in comparaiſon of the hearts grict and ſorrow, 
which Gods deareſt children conceive for the 
lols of their heavenly Fathers favour , and the 
apprehenſion of his grievous diſpleaſure at 
them. 

This layeth often {o heavy upon them, that 
they would fink under it, and deſpair a thou-
